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1. DURING MONTHS OP NOVEMBER, DECEMBER AND JANUARY, FIVE 
U.S. TANKERS, CARRYING TOTAL OP OVER 150,000 TONS OP GRAIN, 
REGISTERED AT CONGEN. WE ALSO AWARE THAT UNKNOWN NUMBER OP 
SOVIET VESSELS HAVE ARRIVED DURING SAME PERIOD CARRYING 
U.S. GRAIN. MASTERS OP PIRST TWO U.S. VESSELS WHICH ARRIVED 
IN NOVEMBER COMPLAINED OP LENGTHY WAITS, ONE POR 24 DAYS, 
OUTSIDE PORT BEPORE BERTHING SPACE AVAILABLE. PORT CONGESTION 
PROBLEMS SEEMED TO BE RESOLVED QUICKLY THEREAPTER AND RECENT 
VESSELS HAVE HAD LITTLE OR NO WAITING TIME. PER OUR OWN 
OBSERVATIONS AND COMMENTS OP SHIPS' PERSONNEL, GRAIN UNLOADED 
PRIMARILY BY VACUVATORS, ALTHOUGH BUCKET CRANES ALSO USED.
